about expressing them. Senator Voorhees, 
who has been a pronounced free coinage 
man, has flopped over to the unconditional 
repeal side. Former goldbugs have tlopped 
to bimetallism. Men have one set of views 
today aud another tomorrow. Indeed, no- 
body seems to know just what is best to 
be done; and naturally, the outcome must 
be some sort of compromise legislation, 
for no one believes that the senate will 
follow that which the house is almost cer- 
tain to do—pass an unconditionai repeal 
bill. 

The alleged financers of Wall street see 
that the prospects are against any legisla- 
tion one way or the other jn regard to coin- 
age for the present, and they are now rep- 
resented here by a very quiet lobby advo- 
cating an issue of bonds and the passage 
of the bill allowing national” banks to is- 
sue currency up to the par value of their 
bonds on deposit. Of course, such legisla- 
tion would be meat to the moneyed men of 
the country.

entered upon by the house of representa- 
tives tomorrow, at 11 o’clock. The gen- 
eral debate will continue until Wednesday 
night and throughout the last days of the 
week debate will be conducted under the 
five-minute rule. It will close, by limitation 
of agreement, unless the house sooner ad- 
journs, at 12 o’clock, midnight, Saturday. 
According to the official interpretation 
given by Speaker Crisp to the terms of 
the order under which the discussion is 
proceeding, the house will meet at noon 
Monday, the 28th instant, and proceed im- 
mediately, after the reading of the journal, 
to vote upon the substitute for the Wilson 
repeal bill, introduced by Representative 
Bland, involving the question of free coin- 
age of silver at any one of the several pro- 
posed ratios. It is probable that the yeas 
and nays will be called upon each of the 
several propositions, so that it is likely to 
be late in the day before the vote upon the 
decisive question of repeal or no repeal is 
reached. : 

The debate this week promises to be of 
great scope. Mr. Breckinridge, of Ken- 
tucky, the “‘silver-tongued orator,” is book- 
ed to speak tomorrow and will, doubtless, 
attract a large crowd, : : 

Representative Fellows, of New York, 
who divides with Bourke Cockran the ora- 
torical honors of Tammany hall, is an- 
nounced for a speech Tuesday, intended 
as an answer in detail for that delivered 
in favor of free coinage of silver by Rep- 
sentative BrYan, of Nebraska, last week. 

Representative Bynum, of Indiana, one 
of the wheel horses of the anti-silver for-

Representative Wilson, of West Virginia, 
popularly slated Yor the chairmansi,p T4 
the ways and means committee, and the 
author of the pending bill providing for 
the repeal of the purchasing clause of Tie 
Sherman law, is expected to close the gen- 
eral debate on Wednesday. Bourke Cock- 
ran will aleo speak, and ex-Speaker Reed, 
it is belleved, will say something before the 
debate closes. There is a tremendous pres- 
sure exerted for places on the speakers 
list and the time will be exhausted, leav- 
ing many who must bé content with “leave 
to print.” 

Some time early in the week, probably 
tomorrow. Speaker Crisp will announce the 
committees of the house. 

It is improbable that anything wil. be 
done in the senate, save perhaps, to dis- 
pose of the two election cases. ere were 
three of these, but one—that concrning Mr. 
Beckwith’s title to his seat by_virtue of 
appointment of the governor of Wyoming— 
has been removed from the calendar be- 
cause of the resignation of the appointee. 

Senator Morrill has given notice that he 
will address the senate tomorrow on the 
silver repeal bill, and it was the under- 
standing Friday, when the senate adjourn- 
ed, that a vote should be taken on the 
election cases at 5 o’clock. The final vote, 
however, is subject to postponement if it 
shall appear that the time is not sufficient 
to en&®ble Senator Vance, chairman of the 
committee on privileges and elections, to 
finish his speech. 

Mr. Voorhees is down for a speech Tues- 
day on the silver repeal bill which bears 
his name, and it is hardly to be expected 
that he will fail to call forth interrogntions 
and interruptions which will make tbe 
speech interesting, aside from its intrinsic 
merits. After Tuesday, the programme of 
the senate can searcely be defined. The 
bill to increase national bank circulation 
is the reguiar’ order, and while 
there Was some ‘€@xpectation last 
week, that it could be disposed of in a day 
or two, at most. it appears now that it may 
provoke debate which will continue and 
consume the entireweek. The Butler amend- 
ment which is pending to repeal the state 
bank tax, is one of the plans of the Chicago 
platform, and is a subject of much greater 
and more far-reaching importance than the 
mere proposition to extend the national bank 
circulation contained in the bill. Senators 
take strong grounds on this subject and it is 
fair to presume taht it cannot be disposed 
of without a severe and prolonged struggle. 

The outlook for the week is one of much 
talk but little achievement. 


SECRETARY CARLISLE 


Gives His Views on the Proposed Change in 
the Coinage Katlo. 


Washington, August 20.—Senator Voor- 
hees is in receipt of the following letter 
from Secretary Carlisle, giving his views 
upon a proposed change of the present ratio 
between silver and gold to a ratio of 20 


to 1: 

‘Treasury Department, Office of the Secre- 
tary, Washington, August 19,. 18¥3.—Hon. 
Dauiel W. Voorhees, United States Senator. 
Sir: Beferring to our conversation relative 
to the probable cost incident to the change 
from the present coining ratio between goid 
wnd silver, 16 to 1 for the standard siiver 
dollars anw 1 to 4.95 for subsidiary silver, 
to a ratio of 1 to 20, you are respectfuily 
informed that the number of silver dollars 
coined since 1878 aggregates 419,352,450. 
Without any allowance for abrasion and loss 
incidental 10 melting the same, the coining 
value of these dojlars, at a ratio of 1 to 20, 
would be $333,222,162, or $84,110,228 less 
than their present face vaiue. To recoin 
these dollars at a ratio of 1 to 20 would 
require ‘the addition of 1,876,700 ounces of 
new bullion, which at the average price paid 
for silver under the act of Jusy 14, 1890, 
$0.93 1-4, would cost $75,383,700. In addi- 
tion to this, I estimate that there would be 
a loss from abrasion and in the melting of 
these dollars of at least $3,000,000,. wnich 
amount, together with the ner hy in the 
face value of the coing ($84,110,288), would 
have to be reimbursed to the treasury By 
an appropriation for that purpos. 

From the fact that the silver dollars are 
distributed throughout the country, it wonld 
be necessary, as they are redeemed at the 
seyeral subtreasuries to transport them to 
the mints. and the expense of. transporting 
for $300,000,000, the amount outside of the 
stock on hand at the subtreasuries and mints 
at Philadelphia, San Francisco and New Or- 
leans, would average at least 11-2 per cent, 
or $4,500,000. I, therefore, estimate the cost 
of recoining the silver dollars already coined 
as follows: New bullion to be added, $75,- 
883.700: loss by abrasion and melting, $3,- 
000.000: cost of coinage (labor. material, 
efc.). $0,290,000: copner for alley, $68,200,000; 
transportation of dollars to mints, $4.500,000.

estimated at $77,000,000, which. 
full weight would contain 5,699,875 
ounces of fine siiver. This amount at the 
ratio of 1 to 16 would coin $55,843,802, or 
$21,156,197 less than the present face value. 


Te pecoin $77.000,000 of subsidiary silver into 


an equal amount of fractionai coin, at a ra- 
tio of 1 to 20, would require the addition of 
$18,797,625 fine ounces, which, at $0.98 1-4 per 
fine ounce, the average price paid for silver 
under the act of Juiy 14. 1890, would cost 
$17,528,785. There woud be a loas of about 
1-2 per cent by abrasion from the face Value 
or about $1,925,000. I would, therefore, es- 
timate the cost of re-coining the subsidiary 
silver in the country, at a ratio of 1 to 20, 
as foliows: New_ ‘bullion, $17,528,785; loss 
by abrasion, $1,925,000; cost of coinage—ia- 
hor, materials, etc.—$2,500,000; copper for 
alloy, $15,356; cost of transportation, $1,155,- 
000: total, $23,124,421. 

Recapitulation—Estimated cost of recoining 
sitver dollars, $89,741,900; estimated cost of 
recoining subsidiary silver, $23,124,421 ; total, 
$112,866,321.

The Surgeon's Brave Battle for Life Has 
Come to an End, 


HE WAS FAITHFUL f0 HIS DUTY 


All Brunswick Mourns His Death 
A Tribute to the Surgeons. 


FEVER REPORTED IN TAMPA BAY 


Bight Cases There. Brought from Ouba 
Other Cities Quarantine Against 
Tampa—Details of the Cases. 


Brunswick. Ga., August 20.—(Special.)— 
Surgeon Branham died today at 5 wu’ clock, 
after lingering twenty-six hours in an un- 
conscious state. 

As soon as the death was bulletined, a 
large crowd of sympathizing friends gath- 
ered on the street corners and discussed 
the unfortunate maf’s fate. Surgeon 
Hutton ordered the finest steel-rolied, sil- 
ver-mounted casket in the city sent to the 
hotise. It was left near the gate, and 
Surgeon Carter and his assistants carried 
it into the house. 

Wrapped in National Col , 

The body was wrapped in sh soaked 
in bichloride of mercury and around the 
lifeless form a large national flag was 
rolled. On leaving Washington Surgeon 
Hutton had a premonition that Surgeon 
Branham would die and prompted by this 
placed the flag in his trunk. 

The casket and body were brought to 
the quarantine limits and there Surgeons 
Hutton and Guiteras, Undertakers Moore 
& Son placed it in the hearse. It was 
quickly transported to a grave in the new 
cemetery, and in the presence of your corre- 
spondent, the surgeons, the undertaker and 
“minister, was lowered to its last resting 
place. 

“Not a Drum Was Heard.” 

By the light of the cloud-dimmed moon, 
Rev. Edward F’. Cook, of MeKendree Meth- 
odist ehurch, read the burial service. The 
grave was covered and the party returned 
to town. 

Surgeon Branham died without bearing, 
in his unconscious state, the loving mes- 
sage from his sick wife, in far off Mary- 
land. 

The sorrow of Surgeons Hutton and Car- 
ter is great, but they did all human beings 
could to bring to life their stricken com- 
rade. Surgeon Carter's faithful and self- 
sacrificing care is worthy of remembrance. 
By the bedside of Surgeon Branham he 
watched for days and nights without a 
thought of his own peril and with faithful 
nurses tried to ease the suffering man. 

They Gu to Quarantine. 

To Blackbard quarantine they will now 
go to wait the time of incubation that will 
tel} whether they will be the victims of 
their faithfulness. The case was the hard- 
est fought in the history of the disease, 
and Surgeen Carter’s care for the dead and 
Surgeon Hutton’s for the living to prevent 
its spreading has earned the gratitude of 
the people of Brunswick, who all regret 
the fatal ending. 

There will be no more cases. Surgeons 
Guiteras, Hutton and Horsey say post- 
tively it will not spread and Brunswick’s 
refugees can return to their homes without 
fear of danger. Surgeon Guiteras says 
it is the first time in the history of yellow 
fever the world over that local authorities 
took precautions to keep it from spreading 
before a patient died and Brunswick’s au- 
thorities deserve unstinted praise from the 


people of the south for their noble work. 
To Ashes They Go. 

All the carpets and bedding in the house 
will be burned and the house washed from 
cellar to roof with bichloride of mercury 
and the grounds disinfected with carbolic 
acid. 

Surgeon Branham was ordered by the 
govermnent three weeks ago to take charge 
of the local quarantine station. On arriv- 
ing here he complained of malaria, but 
went about his duties. Last Wednesday 
afternoon he witnessed a ball game here 
and the hot sun drove fever to his brain. 
Thursday morning Health Ofticer 
Dunwoody _ brought him to  Bruns- 
wick from quarantine and he 


was carried to the home of City Physician 


Branham, his cousin, and Saturday morn- 
ing his case was pronounced yellow fever. 
The subsequent actions of the loca] author- 
ities and the aid rendered by the govern- 
ment have been daily told. The last act is 
nearly ended, and the curtain will soon 
be lowered, shutting from sight the anx- 
iety and suspense of Brunswick. One yel- 


Jow fever case, the first in seventeen years 


and the last, the people pray, that will ever 
visit this brave city by the sea. 


FEVER AT PORT TAMPA. 


Eight Cases of the Dread Disease Reported 
in That Harbor. 


Savannah, Ga., August 20.—(Special,)— 
Eight cascs of fever are reported from 
Tampa. 

The report comes from the health officer 
at that port. 

It is understood that the cases are on a 
schooner in the harbor that has just 
come from Havana. The ‘etails are mea- 
ger, but enough to induce the city author- 
ities to at once order a quarantine against 
Tampa, and the most rigid steps will be 
taken to keep anybody who has in any 
way “been exposed to the fever from coming 
near Savannah.

The buildings were open, 
but the few people who wandered through 
their vast areas did not find much to de 
light their eye, as nearly all the exhibits were 
covered. : 

The week just closed was a record-breaker 
in the point of attendance. The number of 
visitors during the seven days was 790,476-—- 
an increase over last week of 110,378. 


Buried Treasures in Florida. 

St. Louis, Mo., August 20.—W. A. Lang- 
werthy, of Yellville, Ark., writes to the board 
of directors of the merchants’ exchange of 
St. Louis asking cousideration for a scheme 
in volving a search for buried treasures. He 
states, in brief, that he knows the location 
somewhere on the coast of Florida, of two 
chests, each containing one million dollars 
in gold, buried by the Spanish pirates. Lang- 
worthy ‘asks the merchants’ exchange to 
orgenize a company with a capital of $10,000 
to search for this gold. 


The Political Situation Unsettled. 

New York, August 20.—A cable dispatch to 
The Herald from Liberdad, Salvador, says: 
News received from Nicaragua shows that 
the political situation is unsettled’ The pro- 
visional junta organized by the liberal party 
and put in power when the Zeavala govern- 
ment was overthrown, has paid official visits 
to Leon, Chinandega and Corginto to wit- 
ness the disarmament of troops. The mem- 
bers of the junta were well received. Sevy- 
eral citizens of Hoaduras, who intended leav- 
ing Nicaragua, were arrested in Corninto 
on August 15th, just as they were about to 
embark on the steamer San Bilas. 


The Bundes Kregerfest. 

St. Louis, August 20.—At 8 o'clock this 
morning the ninth convention of the Bundes 
Kregerfest of North America was officially 
rociaimed. Two thousand men participated 
n the parade this morning. Delegates are 
present from eyery state in the union and 
the provinces of British America and Canada. 
German societies of this city welcomed the 
visitors. Fetes, dancing and exercises took 
up the day, and tonight a grand fireworks 
disfiay, representing the storming of 
Spichern, was given. — 


An Helress. 


St. Paul, Minn., August 20.—Mrs. Frank 
Rheinhardt, a widow of this city, has been 
apprised that she is an heiress, if not the 
ouly heir to an estate in India valued at 
$25,000,000. The property was left t@ Philip 
Rheinhardt, brother of Frank, who left his 
hcme in Saxony many years ego, went to 
India, amassed a fortupve and died intestate. 
Carl Rheinhardt, a brother of Frank, is said to 
be living in Buffalo, N. Y. 


Where the Money Went. 

Milwaukee, Wis., August 20.—The money 
of the South Side Savings bank, which John 
B. Koetting squandered while cashier, went 
into deals on the board of trade. Receiver 
Barth says $139,000 disappeared in that way. 
Koetting dealt through Jacob Wurster. a 
commission man, and the latter, in case of 
losses, drew on the bank, his ehecks being 
henored by Koetting. On the books it looked 
as if Mr. Warmer had overdrawn bis account,

| KILLED HIS CHILD. 


Shot His Wife and Blew His Own Brains 
Over the Room. 


HE SHOULD HAVE BEGUN ON HIMSELE 


And Two Lives Would Have Then 
Been Saved. 


HE SWALLOWING ENOUGH BAD WHISKY 


To Brace Him Up!to Murder and Suicide, 
Douglass Curtis Gives Chicago a 
Sensation. 


Chicago, August 20.—Crazed by liquor, 
Douglass Ourtis, a switch-thrower, in the 
employ of the Western Indiana Railroad 
Company, made a desperate and successful 
attempt at murder and suicide at his home 
in Auburn Park today. 

He shot and instantly killed his seven- 
year-old daughter, Leslie; probably fatally 
wounded his wife, and sent a bullet through 
his own brain. 

Death was instantaneous, and the terri- 
ble affair had been deliberately planned. 

Curtis had been on a spree for three 
weeks and had spent what little money he 
had saved, leaving his family dependent 
wholly upon the kindness of neighbors. 

Curtis arose about 7 o’clock this morning, 
went into a saloon and took several drinks. 
Returning home, he walked upstairs and 
let himself in his own room. Pulling off his 
shoes, coat and vest, he drew a chair to 
the washstand and wrote the following 
note: 

Piease notify John F. Craig, No. 159 North 
Fifth street, Keokuk, Ia; also, Myran Curtis, 
La Harpe, Hancock county, Ill. Cause, ad- 
versity. DOUGLASS CURTIS. 

He then drew a revolver from his pocket 
and crept into the room where his wife 
and daughter were sleeping. The crazed 
man reached across the bed, and thrusting 
the muzzle of the revolver close to his 
daughter’s mouth he pulled the trigger. 

The bullet went crashing into the ‘child's 
brain from the revolver, which was held 
close enough to burn the flesh on her face. 
The terrible charge had done its work well, 
killing the girl instantly. 

The shock had in a measure unnerved 
the murderer. With the report his hand 
trembled and he fell across his wife. 

Though slightly deaf, the stunning report 
and the heavy weight of her husband across 
her in the bed awoke her and she strug- 
gled to get free. As she turned from him 
in her efforts to get up, he. placed the muz- 
zle of the pistol to the back of her head. 
There was a flash, a report and a smother- 
ed groan and she fell back on the bed, un- 
conscious, though not dead. Then cock- 
ing the revolver with his left hand, he 
placed the muzzle.close to his own bead and 
pulled the trigger:: -Death was instanta- 
neous. 

It was some minutes after the last shot 
had been fired that Mrs. Curtis, blindly 
staggering from her blood-soaked bed, 
reached the door and, descending to the 
floor beneath, walked into Mrs. White- 
house’s apartment. 

“Give me a drink, I am shot,” gasped 
the wounded woman. 

Mrs. Whitehouse led Mrs. Curtis to her 
own bedroom and sent for a police officer 
and a physician. When the latter arrived 
they found Curtis and his daughter dead 
and Mrs. Curtis unconscious. She was at 
once removed to a hospital and the bodies 
of the dead were removed to the. morgue.

1 parade and 
sme he mo.niag, sfter ee 


Will Be in Great 
Foreign Nations. 


THEY ARE LIKE THREE YEARS. AGO, 


And the Indications Are That the Value 
Will Be Increased—Cotton Duil- 
ness Only Temporary. 


New York, August 20.—The following is 
a summary of The American Agricultur- 
ist’s annual review of the crop situation 
and of agriculture: 

The harvest of 1893 in the United States 
is in many respects similar to that of three 
years ago, but with every prospect that 
home consumption and an increased for- 
eign demand will also advance values as to 
yield as large a net return to farmers as 


on the average of recent years. Indeed, The | 


American Agriculturist’s annual review of 
the agricultural year, which will appear in 
the September issue of that magazine, 
published tomorrow, makes a distinctly en- 
couraging exhibit in spite of the prevalent 
drought, though admitting that the finan- 
cia] stringency may interfere with the early 
movement of crops and have a temporarily 
restorative influence on prices. 

The cotton crop will be harvested on 
fewer acres than last year. As large or a 
larger breadth was planted to this staple, 
but the inability of many planters to bor- 
row money enough to work the crop, to- 
gether with the drought, tloods and worms 
and the still greater difficulty of getting 
money for picking, combine to seriously 
curtail the production. August indications 
point to a crop not exceeding 1,000,000 
bales, with favorable weather but very 
much more than tha if insects and climate 
are favorable. This means a crop about the 
same as last year and nearly 2,000,000 
bales less than the great ¥,V00,U0U-bale 
crop of 1891. ; 

The American Agriculturist beljeves the 
present dullness in American cotton manu- 
facturing to be only temporary, for there 
is a scarcity rather than a surplus of 
staple and desirable goods, and mills are al- 
ready starting up to fill orders, with every 
prospect of being crowded to supply the 
domestic demand for the ensuing six 
month. Engiish mills cleaned up their 
surplus during the great strike last year 
and are now enjoying remarkable prosper- 
ity and are unable to meet the export de 
mand. This explains why cotton commands 
the prices current two years ago, at this 
date, though the world’s visible suppiy is 
some 1,500,000 bales more now than then. 
With a short crop, consumption will re- 
quire more than this excess, with a conse- 
quent advance in values. 

resent indications point to a crop of 
1,750,000,000 bushels of corn, contrasted 
with 1,630,000,000 last year, and over two 
thousand million bushels in the immense 
yield of two seasons previous; but, unless 
abundant rains prevail throughout the corn- 
belt in August, followed by mild weather, 
production may shrink to 1,600,000,000, 
and may even drop to the size of the 1890 
crop, when we harvested less than in any 
year for a decade, with a single exception. 

The Agriculturist points out that, while 
the breadth of corn is some two millions 
of acres greater than last year in the seven 
corn supplying states, over a million acres 
less are devoted to maize than was the 
case two years ago. 

The corn crop has been greatly injured 
so far during August, the first two weeks 
of the month having wrought ten times as 
much damage as the whole month of July. 
Kansas will ncQ raise more than half a 
crop, having but very little except the east- 
ern quarter, and Nebraska’s crop has been 
seriously curtailed. Early planted corn in 
pedgewick, isan., has been destroyed by 
superheated air and late planted will re- 
quire one good rain before August 25th to 
make a fair crop. 
rains all over Kapsas between August 9th 
and Y3th are erroneous, as in four of the 
largest corn-growing counties not a drop 
fell in that time and only little patches have 
had enough to lay the dust in four weeks. 

The wheat out-turn will not exceed 443,- 
000,000 bushels, according to the American 
Agriculturist’s own reports and its inter- 
pretation of govérnment returns compared 
to 614,000,000 bushels as the average for 
the two past seasons and 400,000,000 bush- 
els in 1890. Nearly two and a half millions 
less acres were devoted to wheat than last 
year, and the bulk of this decrease was in 
the surplus states, which bid fair to have 
78,000,000 fewer bushels than last year, 
and 125,000,000 bushels under the surplus 
states product of 1891. 

Available supplies of old wheat are 40,- 
000,000 bushels greater than a_twelve- 
month increase, but even allowing the 
farmers also hold 17,000,000 bushels more 
old wheat now than then, the total sup- 
plies for the ensuing year are only §00,000,- 

bushels, or 117,000,000 less than the 
average of the two previous years. Our 
home consumption has averaged 305,000,- 
0OO annually, leaving an apparent export 
surplus of 135,000,000 bushels, against ex- 
ports last year of 192,000, , and the sea- 
son before 225,000,000 

This year’s acreage of oats was never 
exceeded, except in 1889, when over 865,- 
000,000 bushels were grown on 27,460,000 
acres, COMgared with 620,000,000 bushels 
on a slightiy smaller acreage this season. 
This is within 40,000,000 bushels of last 
year’s outturn and just about an average 
of the previous three crops. The usual crop 
of rye and barley will be garnered. The 
supply of hay is over 83,000,000 tons and 
other forage is abundant, though mill feed 
and cotton seed meal may be higher than 
last winter. 3 

The wool clip is somewhat heavier than 
last year. Australia’s new clip is reduced, 
owing to large losses the past year from 
drought. Imports into the United States 
are decreasing, but domestic trade is flat, 
with a prospect for an upward turn when 
buying begins. 

he American Agriculturist notes an in- 
creased domestic crop of sugar, but a short- 
age jn the world’s production of 300,000 
long tons of sugar, but soma are more 
likely to be affected by changes in_legis- 
lation than by changes in production.” 

A reduced yield of heavy leaf and plug 
tobacco is assured and the cigar leaf crop 
of the Connecticut and Housatonic valleys 
has been curtailed by drought and hail. An 
advance in prices is predicted. 

Reviewing the financial situation from 
the farmer’s standpoint. The American 
Agriculturist- concludes that “‘the prospect 
for prices in the early future depends more 
upon the monetary situation than upon 
natural conditions, all of which point to 
causes that should result in higher prices.”

The 
police were out in double force all the even- 
ing and prevented the crowds from becomin 
riotous. At 10 o’clock thousands had packe 
the Plazza Collonna. A dozen bands led 
processions of cheering men up the street 
entering the square and before 11 o'clock the 
whole district was filled with excited crowds. 
The bands played Italian and Germs anthems 
while the people cheered and sang. The ea- 
Citement of the p= is restrained by the 
newspapers, which are unanimous in demand- 
ing quick reparation from France, and in urg- 
ing the ee ae exact satisfaction for 
the Aigues-Mortes affair promptly and deter- 
minedly. At the game time, the people are 
exhorted to restrain their just indignation and 
await as calmly as possible the event of the 
government’g action. 


THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY 


Seems to Be in a Very Bad Way 
Financially. 


Chicago, August 20.—The Chicago universi- 
ty is severély affected by the existing financial 
depression. The institution is practically out 
of funds and the prospect of replenishing the 
exchequer is not encouraging. While there are 
no debts pressing heavily on the university} 
the trustees find it impossible to carfy out, 
ats present, plans for the development of the 
legal school as projected, and an unpleasant 
postponement of certain proposed improve- 
ments is unavoidable. So close pressed has 
beem the university for ready cash that the 
salaries of the professors for this month were 
not paid until several days after the usual 
time, and it is said that some of the in- 
structors have not yet received their July 
stipend. While there is no question that the 
university will open its doors for its second 
scholastic year at the appointed time, and 
with a largely increased attendance of stu 
dents, ft is certain that the grounds, build- 
ings and equipment of the school will be 
far less complete than the faculty and trus- 
tees desired and expected. 


CONDITION OF THE ESQUIMAUX. 


Efforts Being Made to Provide Relief for 
Them. 


San Francisco, Cal., August 20.—A letter 
dated March 18th, has been received here 
from Miner W. Bruce, superintendent of the 
reindeer station at Port Clarence, Alaska. 
He writes in regard to the project he has un- 
dertaken to bring reindeer from Siberia to 
Alaska and endeavor to raise them for the 
benefit of the Esquimaux, and thus furnish 
means Of fool and clothing supply for those 
people. He states that their source of Itve- 
lihood is fast being destroyed by the disap- 
pearance of native deer, and that his nine 
months’ experience there has shown him that 
statements made . Dr. Seldon Jack- 
son, general agent of education fur Alaska, as 
to the destitute condition of the Arctic-Alas- 
ka Esquimaux have aot deen overdrawn. 
Mir. Bruce writes that the herd of deer 
which he brought from “Siberia had passed 
through the winter in splendid shape and that 
the climate is well adapted to successful rais- 
ing of domestic deer anf the enterprise is all 
that friends could wish.

And Alf Augusta Thinks It the Biggest 
Earthquake on Record. 


IT WAS AT A BIG QUARRY IT OCCURRED 


And It Shook the Town and Country for 
Miles Around—A Bicyclist’s Narrow 
Escape from Drowning. 


Augusta, Ga., August 20,—(Special.)—The 
whole of Augusta was suddenly aroused this 
morning by a fearfil explosiom which oc- 
curred at 6:20 o’clocg, and many of the 
people rushed from their houses in a half 
nude condition, thinking it an earthquake 
of the worst kind. Upon investigation it 
was found that 2,000 pounds of dynamite 
at Captain Albert Twiggs’s rock quarry, 
about three miles from the city up on the 
river had been exploded by some miscreant 
who wanted to wreck the indifferent houses 
connected with his quarry. 

For 200 yards around where the house 
was situated the earth was torn up and a 
number of large pine trees were blown 
into atoms. 

Many of the glasses in all of the fac- 
tories were shattered and the wall of. the 
King mill was cracked. 

Several of the plate glass windows on 
Broad street were cracked. 

No one was near the quarry at the time 
of the explosion, and so far there have 
been reported no fatalities. 

Captain Twiggs says that the explosion 
and wreckage of his shops will cost him 
over one thousand dollars. 

Washed Under a Grating. 

This evening Mr. C. F. Strahley, an oper- 
ator at the Postal Telegraph Company, 
while riding his bicycle up on the canal 
bank accidently fell in the canal and was 
washed under an iron grating and over:a 
fall about thirty-five feet high. All of 
his clothing was torn to pieces but fortun- 
ately he escaped with only painful bruises.

A GRAZY NEGRO. 


He Creates Great Excitement in Albany, Is 
Pulled, Released, and Makesa Kow Again. 
Albany, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)—Will- 

iam_‘Teemer, a crazy negro, created a sen- 

sation here today. Teemer is a country 
negro and came to the city this morning. 

Shortly after his arrival he got into a dis- 

pute with another negro and while chasing 

this negro down Broad street was stopped 
by colored Bailiff Wash Watson, who 
knowing that Teemer was.crazy, persuaded 
him to go round to Deputy Sheriff Godwin’s 
stable, under the delusion that he was be- 
ing taken to a physician. Arriving at the 
stable Watson told Deputy Sheriff Godwin 
that Teemer was crazy, but before that 
otticer could manacle Teemer, he jumped 
on Watson and beat him badly before he 
could be taken off. Finally he was over- 
powered, tied and taken to jail. Here 

a physician was called to see him and gave 

him a dose of medicine but said in hig 

opinion that the negro was not sufficiently 
unbalanced to warrant his detention. 

The sheriff then released him and he was 
placed in a hack, the hackman being. di- 
rected to take him to the home of some 
relatives living in the city. His relatives 


refused to entertain him and as the hack- | 


man was bringing him back to Officer God- 
win he jumped on the backman, who after 
a desperate struggle managed to throw the 
mad man out on the ground and under whip 


left him there. 

Teemer then came down to the business 
portion of the city and-rushed-into the 
Lamar Drug Company's place, where he 
picked up a baseball bat and rushing out 
again began chasing a crowd of children. 

It was at this moment that Captain Jobn 
W. Stephens was coming down the street, 
and knowing the negro essayed to qniet 
him. As soon as Captain Stephens came 
in reach of Teemer the latter remarked: 

“Mr, Stephens, they are trying to kill 
me.” 

He then commenced to use his bat on 
Captain Stephens, whom he struck seven 
times inflicting several severe wounds about 
the head and shoulders. 

Captain Stephens would undoubtedly have 
been killed had not assistance arrived as

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Indian Soldiers Receive Too Mach Atten- 
tion from the Curious. 


THEIR QUIET DOMAIN IS INVADED, 


And a Mixed Army Swoops Down Upon 
Them to 8ee How an Indian Soldier 
Lives and What He Looks Like. 


Yesterday was a great day for the 
Apache Indian soldiers, temporarily sta- 
tioned at Fort McPherson. 

Many people took advantage of the de 
lightful day and went out during the fore- 
noon and afternoon and the object of their 
visit was to see what Indian soldiers are 
like. All the cars going to the fort were 
crowded, and the poor Indian soldiers re 
ceived such a flock of curious visitors as 
they heartily hope they will never see 
again. The privacy of their camp was 1in- 
vaded, and they bore it with as good grace 
as their natures could command. 

The company of Indian soldiers is lo 
cated in the southeastern part of the in- 
closure at the fort. The tents, about a 
dezen in number, stand in a forest of small 
oaks, just by the railroad, and the spot 
is a very pleasant one. They are ali young 
and have serious looks about them. 

They are almost out of sight of the bar- 
racks and seem to enjoy their seciusion. 
The freedom of the woods is far more 
pleasing to them than the restraint of the 
barracks. 

The tents are cool and have a cleanly 
appearance. ‘The visitors yesterday found 
the Indian soldiers scattered about the 
place, variously employed. Some of them 
were sleeping on their cots, others play- 
ing cards with ¢urious logking Mexican 
cards, others were lying in the shade and 
still others were eating. 

Very few of them speak English, but 
if the language of looks means anything 
they said some very ugly and uncomplimen- 
tary things to the Atlanta public, who in- 
vaded their domain yesterday. Young la- 
dies and young men, older ladies and el- 
derly men accompanied by children gazed 
upon the soldiers and their tent with the 
same curious stare they would turn upon 
a museum freak. In their dull way the 
Indians resented this incivility by their 
displeased looks. © » 

Iivery inch of the Indians’ quarters was 
invaded and the timid soldiers seemed to 
be wondering whether the place belonged 
to them or the public. Now and then when 
a curious crowd would peer in upon some 
crowd in a tent and ask some foolish ques- 
tion, the Indians would look at each other 
with expressions of disgust, and begin jab- 
bering away in elegant Apache vernacu- 
lar in a manner that made the inqufsitive 
iutrader feel very foolish. 

The Indians do not appear to be mak- 
ing any success as soldiers. They aurill 
but poorly and utterly fail to keep step 
with the music. The only English that 
most of them understand is the orders in 
drilling. At their tents yesterday they 
seemed to be making the best of things. 
Scarcely one of them wore a coat und they 
threw themselves in a iuzy, easy way that 
was very unsoldierly. Their meals are 
cooked in the open air and the men re 
ceive them in tin plates and go to their 
tents and dispose of them. 

The visitors yesterday discovered that 
but one of the soldfers spoke English to 
amount to anything. This soldier was 
Thomas Friday, an intelligent, but unre- 
fined Apache of about tWenty-three. }'ri- 
day is a sergeant, the only officer in the 
lot. He does not volunteer any informa- 
tion about himself or his people, being 
very uncommunicative, but ansWers ali Tile 
questions put to him in a civil way. He 
often wears a bored éxpression and he 
seems to be glad when You go away and 
leave him alone in peace. fe seemns to 
think that the pale faces are more or less 
a set of fools, from Columbus down, who 
have to be tolerated. 

Sergeant Friday does not seem to be 
particularly proud of his stripes and qoes 
not refuse to associate with the privates 
on account of them. His greatest ambi- 
tion in life is to get back to Fort Apache, 
Ariz., where he enlisted in Uncle Sam’s 
army several months ago. Previous to his 
enlistment he and most of the other men 
with him were employed as scouts in the 
army and saw some exciting service.

A ROW OVER SOME LAND, 


An Interesting Phase of the Railroad Situ- 
ation at Sandersville. 
Sandersville, Ga., August 20.—(Special. 
Soon after the Augusta Southern Pa a 
the Augusta, Gibson and Sandersville rail- 
road they began to tear up the track in 
the rear of Colonel J. N. Gilmore's resi- 
dence, W. A. McCarty’s store and Cohen’s 
warehouse. Colonel Gilmore at that time 
had a claim in the United States court for 
damages to his property and failure of 
contract on the part of the August, Gibson 
and Sandersville. When the hands began 
taking up the rails and crossties Colonel 
Gilmore had Sheriff Wall to serve an in- 
junction, stop the work and chain the en- 
gine to the track, which remained there 

till bond was given. 

The next step taken in the matter was 
an arbitration between the Augusta South- 
ern and Colonel Gilmore, as to the worth 
of his property. .The railroad selected Mr.

Louis Cohen, and they selected Mr. Will- 
iam Park. The court of arbitration con- 
vened last Tuesday, and decided that Col- 
onel Gilmore’s property was worth $1,250. 
The attorney for the railroad appealed. 
Saturday morning about 100’clock a con- 
struction train came in without much noise 
bringing 150 men, and without giving Col- 
onel Gilmore notice began relaying cross- 
ties and rails. They did not work very 
long for Colonel Gilmore, expecting some- 
think like it, had dispatched Captain Tyden 
to Louisville, Ga., where he procured an 
injunction to keep them off his land till 
the amount agreed upon by the arbitra- 
tors was paid. Deputy Sheriff Adams ex- 
perienced some trouble in finding the right 
party to serve the papers on.

FISHING AND HUNTING. 


Fair Tells How to Successfully Do 
Both. 

Sandersville, Ga., August 20.—(Special.) 
Upon the banks of the Uconee river, in 
Hebron district, fifteen miles from San- 
dersville, a few hundred yards from what 
is known as the Great Yellow bluff, lives 
Mr. George Fair, who is engaged in the 
farming interest for a livelihood and fish- 
ing and hunting for sport, pastime and rev- 
enue. He had a contract with Mr. Lucius 
Lamar, steward of the lunatic asylum, at 
Milledgeville, to furnish that institution 
with so much fish and game each week, and 
he finds no trouble in fulfilling his con- 
tract, delivering the game and fish in a 
live condition at Milledgeville. 

Your correspondent spent a few days 
with Mr. Fair last week in fishing. His 
attention is now given mostly to sturgeon 
fishing and in two nights, with three nets, 
we caught 150 pounds. 

Mr. Fair’s method of catching squirrels 
is certainly original and successful. During 
the night he and several of his employes 
go into the woods by different paths, all 
leading from a flat, that is drawn well up 
on the banks of the river and every step 
or two they drop a few grains of corn. In 
the morning the squirrels are attracted by 
the corn and before the sun is very high 
they have eaten to the flat, where there 
awaits them a bountiful supply of bait in a 
trap, made of one inch square wire net 
work, in which the squirrels freely enter. 

Mr. Fair informed your correspondent 
that he has caught as many as seventy-five 
in one morning. 


LIGHTNING’S WORK. 


Result of a Stroke of Lightnng 
Near Sandersville. 

Sandersville, Ga., August 20.—(Special.) 
During a thunderstorm Saturday afternoon 
lightning struck a well in Colonel J. N, 
Gilmore's lot, shattering the covering over 
it and descending into the water, carrying 
the curbing with it. ln a second or two a 
dense volume of steam began emanating 
from the well, and as goon as the elec- 
trical vapor abated sufficiently to allow one 
to venture near the well, Bill Ford, who 
was in the lot at the time, lowered an old, 
empty oyster can and drew up some of the 
water, which was almost boiling.

In the Region Where the Hard-Pought 
Duel “Took Place, 


IT WAS UP IN THE MOUNTAINS 


A Good Citizen Was Severely Flogged, 
and Some of the Men Have Been 
Arrested, Charged with It. 


Carrollton, Ga., August 20.—Cleburne 
county, Alabama, which lies just west of 
this county and is one of the 
border counties, has had a terrible time 
this year with whitecap moonshiners. ‘The 
announcement of the death of Will Arring- 
ton, a notorious moonshiner and whitecap- 
per, gives much relief to the law abiding 
citizens of Cleburne. 

The Constitution published an account of 
a terrible duel between Deputy United 
States Marshals Griggs, Roberts and Law- 
rence, on one side, and Marion and Will 
Arrington on the other, a few days ago. 
In this fight Marshal Griggs was shot dead 
on the spot and Will Arrington, the no- 
torious, moonshiner, was seriously shot, 
apd from this wound he died night before 


last at Tecumseh, Ala. 

The place where the battle between the 
Arrington’s and the officers was fought was 
right in the mountains on Big ‘lerrapin 
creek, where moonshine stills are thick and 
the owners are hardly ever captured alive. 
The Arrington’s have been operating for 
years in these mountains and the above of- 
tigers were the first who ever attempted 
to beard the lion in his den. The leader 
of the officers was killed, but not before 
he got a fatal shot at Wil] Arrington. Old 
Marion Ar&pngton, Will’s father, was with 
his son, but he escaped over the cliffs, and 
is still at large. Deputy Marshal Griggs 
was a new oliicer, but a man of known 
bravery, and nis death is lamented. 
perfect turmoil has existed in parts of Cle- 
burne county all this year. Lorenzo Phill- 
ipps, Chollie Camp, Jake Banister, and 
several other notorious moonshiners have 
been operating én the mountains of south- 
western Cleburne county, for years. In the 
same community lives Dave Cotton, a good 
citizen. By some means the officers made 
a raid in the mountains and came near 
capturing the above men. The moonshin- 
ers thought that Dave Cotton had 
reported them, SO they went 
to his home one night last spring and took 
him to the woods and came near whipping 
him to death. His faithful wife followed 
the rioters and tried to protect her hus- 
band. Lorenzo Phillips shot her in the leg 
and the wounded limb had to be amputat- 
ed above the knee. The United States gov- 
ernment offered rewards for these men, 
and they have been since captured, but @ 
United States official, named Baily, was 
killed in the attempt. : : 

Ten miles north of where Will Arring- 
ton killed Marshal Griggs and received his 
own death wound, twenty-seven moon- 
shiners went to the home of Will and 
Wiley Pruitt, on the night of the 4th of 
last March, and took these men, who were 
deputy United States marshals at the time 
from their beds and carried them a hundr 
yards in the woods and gave them a hun- 
dred lashes each and left them for dead. 
These men had cut up a big moonshine 
still the day before. Twenty-three of the 
men who did the whipping have been ar- 
rested and thirteen of them have been 
tried and sent to the chaingang for five 
years. Will Pruitt, one of the moonshine 
whitecap victims, was in Carrollton last 
night, looking after two of the men who 
are said to have been connected with the 
whipping and who are said to be hiding 
near Carrollton. Pruitt tells an interesting 
tale of his whipping. The remaining white- 
caps will be tried at Birmingham in Sep- 
tember. One of the twenty-three arrested 
men turned state’s evidence and the re- 
maining twenty-two will go around the 
mountain. It is said that there are many 
moonshiners jn Cleburne county who have 
not been out of their stills in ten years.

It is no new thing for misinformation 
to issue forth from congress, but it is a 
very new thing for misinformation on a 
grave subject to be poured forth through 
the medium of a southern congressman. 


The Commodity of Labor. 

Those who undertake to discuss the 
question of wages with respect to our 
monetary system ought to be very sure 
that they have started at the right point 
—that is to say, at the beginning. When 
all the facts are weighed and compared 
it will be found that the deductions of 
scientific reasoning do not differ mate- 
rially from the intuitions of common 
sense. The same result is reached by 
different processes. 

We have seen the argument made by 
some very intelligent writers that low 
prices do not mean low wages. They 
might as well tell us that low prices do 
not produce depression in business and 
in industrial enterprises. It would, of 
course, be more correct to say that low 
prices and business depression are the 
results of the same course, but the 
reader can think out this for himself, 
and his mind will be the healthier for 
the exercise. 

Labor is itself a commodity. It can 
be bought and sold, and wages are the 
prices it brings in the market. This 
being true it follows as a matter of 
course that wages—the prices of labor— 
are subject to the same laws that affect 
other commodities. The surplus of la- 
bor at any place or time affects the 
prices at which it can be profitably em- 
ployed. If there is no surplus, then 
wages are what is called high; that is to 
say, the price of labor is at the point of 
greatest profit. 

We come back with a jump to the 
proposition to cut in two and destroy 
one-half of our money of final payment. 
We need not argue that this process will 


it will produce depression in business 
and in all industrial enterprises. These 
results are visible before Our very eyes, 
not only in this countryg but in all the 
nations of the world where silver has 
been struck down as a money. standard. 
What will be the effect, then, of the 
single gold standard? The present con- 
dition will be perpetuated until it is mit- 
igated by the issue of an enlarged volume 
of credit paper which will be irredeem- 
able when pay-day comes around. We 
shall have a continuation of low prices 
and a continuation of the depression that 
now exists in all departments of busi- 
ness and industry. The labor. surplus 
will grow and enlarge with the condi- 
tions that produce thé stagnation. The 
ranks of the unemployed will be rein- 
forced from month to month, and wages 
will adjust themselves. to the average 
which the unemployed are willing to 
acc@épt to keep body and soul together. 
The law of supply and demand is as 
inexorable in its relations to the commo- 
dity of labor as it 1s with respect to all 
other commodities. 

Business men and merchants should 
ask themselves whether low wages and 
low prices conspire to produce prosper- 
ous times. 


A Word with Our Workiogmen. 
The workingmen of Atlanta made a 
start in the right direction the other 
night when they met and appealed to 
our business men and‘the people gener- 
ally to support and. patronize home in- 
dustries. ; 

This idea can be put into practical ex- 
ecution because our merchants are will- 
ing to pull together with our manufac- 
turers, and their united action, it is need- 
less to say, will bear fruit. 

It is to be regretted that this main ob- 
ject of the first meeting of our working- 
men has been to some extent lost sight 
of at the subsequent meetings, at which 
less conservatism prevailed than charac- 
terized the first meeting. ; 
There is a disposition on the part of 
some to waste time on side issues. This 
course, if continued, will divide the 
workingmen, bring confusion into their 
councils and get things into such a mud- 
dle that the outcome will be very unsat- 
isfactory. 

The great majority of our wage-work- 
ers are thoughtful and public-spirited 
men. They should recollect that Rome 
was not built in a day, and that it is 
the best policy to make friends instead 
of creating antagonisms. They should 
concentrate their energies and vigorously 
push the policy of patronizing our home 
industries so ably advocated at.last Fri- 
day’s meeting, and so heartily endorsed 
by our merchants and manufacturers. 
Here in Atlanta the various classes, 
circles and interests are in touch with 
one another. They are linked together 
in sympathy and in business, and their 
united action cannot fail to succeed and 
give us as a self-supporting community 
good times all the year round. 

The best advice that can be given to 
our workingmen is to keep in view this 
main object. They will have the eo- 
operation of their fellow citizens and 
the movement will be a big success. Side 
issues and other matters should not be 
allowed to distract their effort from 
their first movement, but the probabil- 
ity is that they will adjust themselves 
under the cheerful influences of the re- 
turning prosperity that will follow our 
support of home industry. 

And, now, let us all get together and 
put in our best licks for Atlanta and all 
of her interests and her whole people.

I know the people, 
and the knocking out of silver, followed by 
the withdrawal of large sums owing to the 
wild harangues of poor, broken old men in 
their impotent rage.

This certifies that the banks composing the 
Atlanta Clearing House Association have dé 
posited with the undersigned trustees of said 
clearing house association securities to the 
number of .... dollars to secure to the bearer 
hereof the payment of the sum of .... dollars 
in lawful money of the United States, payable 
on or before the ist day of January, 1894. 
This certificate is issued in accordance with 
the proceedings of a meeting of said associa- 
tion held on the 15th day of August, 1898, 
and will be received on deposit or in payment 
of debts due any bank in said clearing house. 

Then follows a line for each of the of- 
ficers of the bank who are authorized to 
sign the bill. These lines are arranged in 
a single drawing across the paper, instead 
of one above the other, and the word 
“trustees” appears at the end of the line. 
When the signatures are affixed to the 
paper it is then ready for circulation. 


The appearance of these certificates will 
be awaited with peculiar interest and thé 
bills will no doubt be examined with de 
vouring curiosity. 

The clearing house, in its wisdom, has 
seen fit to issue the certificates, and all 
precautions necessary to put the plan into 
successful operation have been maturely 
weighed and carefully considered. 

A livelier stir will be imparted this mora 
ing to the business circles of the city, and 
the merchants, as they repair to their 
places of business, will move with a light 
er and more elasti¢ step, as they look for 
ward to a change for the better in the 
mercantile and business situation.

I get the benefit of learned 
men’s investigation by reading their 
books and accepting their investigations as 
true. 

Suppose a sick man would insist on investt- 
gating his medicine, he would either die or 
nature would tide over to a healthful state 
before he could finish his investigation. We 
are to accept the word of God, but we find 
men dying in sin while searching and investi- 
gating for truth in the Bible. What would 
you think of a man who wanted to go to 
New York and would refuse to ride on the 
train until he could investigate the machinery 
of the engine? 

We can accept Christ and be saved from 
sin. The Bible is a message from the heart 
of God to the heart of man. It does not mat- 
ter to you or me whether Dives was a para- 
ble or not; it does matter whether we accept 
the word of God or not. If I am starving 
and: food is brough I care nothing abont fhe 
kind of hasket the bread is brought in. God's 
Book brings the bread of life. Accept this 
ving bread and eat and live forever. The 
fruit is what we want, not the leaves. 

You may have lost your boyhood taste for 
June apples. but not for the bread of Ie. 
It grows sweeter as wo grow older. 

After reason, self-interest is a mighty cord. 
God uses it and says it is profitable and will 

ay. There ia revenue in it. Now, if you 
et me know if an enterprise will pay and if 
there can be no mistake about it, I will pay 
money in it, and so will every other man, be- 
cause he takes no risks And gets good revenue. 
The investment in God’s word is better than 
any material interest. The religion of the 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ pays all sorts 
of benefits. Sick benefits and benefits for 
trouble, and benefits to sf after death, over 
yonder. The benefits also come in life as 
illustrated by the little girl who told her 
mother, who was destitute and sick, that 
she was going to write the Lord a letter. S86 
she wrote that mamma was sick, and that 
she was htngry and mamma needed fire and 
medicine, anf-teking the little, badly written 
missive across the street to mail it in the box 
she could not reach the box when 
a gentleman said, ‘‘My little girl, let me put 
it in for. you,” and, as he took the_ little 
note, saw it was in no envelope and had 
no stamp on it, said,“‘ Why. my little girl, 
who is this to?” As he looked and aw it 
was to God, he opened the note and read, 
as the little girl waited, and, turning with 
misty eyes, said, ‘“‘Tell your, mother that 
Gog has received the letter.’’

When the deposi- 
tor is afraid of the bank and the bank afraid 
of the depositor, when the cotton seller is 
suspicious of the cotton buyer and the mer- 
chant afraid to tflist the farmer. the inev- 
itable result will be paralysis of business 
wi'hdrawal ef currency from circulation an 
necessarily hard times will be the result. 

We must restore confidence. We must try 
to pay our debts, even if we have to do so 
My installments. We must help our fellows. 

fe must practice @tonomy everywhere and 
we must be willing to divide with honest, 
industrious men, who are utterly unable to 
find work. Men must take the wo they 
ean find. Better dig dirt honestly on the 
streets of Bur city at a pittance than be 
idle and refuse to labor because you cannot 
be a bank president or cashier. Our cities 
are too. crowded. tags are crowding into 
the cities and our farms are being neg- 
lected. The speaker waged his people not 
to be discouraged, but nopeful;—not to be 
cast down, but trustful, and closed his earn- 
est appeal affirming:

Mr. Stockdell Will Present His Resolution 
During the Council Meeting Today. 


HE WILL BE LARGELY SUPPORTED, TO0- 


Many Members Want to See the City Pay 
Out the Money, and Nearly All of . 
Them Will Vote for It. 


The general council will meet in regular ses- 
sion this afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

Ard the indications are that the session 
will be a lively one. 

The most interesting and important feature 
of tte meeting will in all probability be the 
resolution Mr. Stockdell has been carrying in 
bis pocket for the last four or five days. 

That resolution, as every one kDows, has 
for its object the creation of work for many 
Atlsntiang who are now idle. No man in 
Atlanta, who is connected with the city gov- 
ernment, has made a more careful study of 
the present state of affairs than Mr. Stock- 
dell and the drafting of his resolution was 
the result of the study he has given the ques- 
tion. It simply . means that the city 
should employ Atlanta citizeng to work for 
the money the cite has to pay out and that 
the city should increase the amount of the 
pay roll until more men are given an Op- 
portunity to work than at present. 

No one can conceive the great popularity 
of the movement inaugurated by Mr. Stock- 
dell until he mingles with the good people of 
the city, who are now out of work. When 
it was at first announced that Mr. Stockdell 
contemplated presenting a resolution of that 
character to the general council, the 
people of Atlanta thought {it meant a foolish 
expenditure of money. But before the first 
day had gone by, the members of the council 
had been called upon s0 often’ by 
houest mechanics asking that the rego- 
lution be supported so that they might 
secure work for those they loved at 
home who were out of meat and bread that 
the movement became a poular one among 
the members of the council, so popular in fact 
that it is doubiful if there will be any oppo- 
sition to it this afterncen when it is presented. 

“The truth is,’ said Mr. Stockdell yester- 
day, "I never fathered a&  $measure 
in all my legislative career that 
found such popular favor as this one. 
When I first thought of the plan I was some- 
what skeptical, but the more I studied the 
reeds of the city in the way of street work 
and considered the want of the good people 
who are out of employment, the more I be- 
came satisfied that it was the right step. 
Then when I made up my mind to prepare 
the resolution I had no thought of consulting 
any one, but when the story found its way 
into print no one can imagine how often I 
was besieged by good men who endorsed it 
and not men out of work either. But among 
those out of work there were many callers, 
and when t finance committee met yester- 
day afterno I was not surprised to see so 
many of the members of that committee fa- 
voring the proposition. It seems that nearly 
every member of the committee had been be- 
sieged just as I had -ang@ that every one of 
them saw the necessity Of the work the same 
as I saw it. The members of the committee 
not only agreed with me that the resolution 
should go through, but some of them offered 
out of the goodness of their hearts to make 
good a few thousand dollars if the taxpayers 
were too slow coming in It simply con- 
vinced me that each of the gentlemen had 
made a careful study of the situation and 
knew that the men not only needed the 
work, but that the city needed to have the 
work done and therefore nothing could be 
lost by the trade. 

“Apart from that I have been assured by 
quite a number of the best men of the city 
that they would assist in the movement and 
advance almost any amount of money that 
was needed for the purpose if assured of the 
approval of the measure by the vote of the 
city council. I cannot see why every mem- 
ber of the body will not be for the meas- 
ure. It is one that will benefit us all. It 
will give employment to many men who are 
now out of emnloyment and who néed that 
employment and will give us better streets 
for the work they do upon them. Outside 
of the membership of the finance committee 
I have been approached by quite a number of 
the leading members of the general council 
who say they are for the measure. I hope to 
see the measure go through, but if it does 
not I shall not be the least disturbed, for I 
think I have done all that one should expect 
to be able to do in a matter of this kind.” 

That the resolution of Mr. Stovkdell’s will 
receive the héarty support of a majority of 
the members of the general council when it 
comes up this afternoon is almost assured. 

Mr. Zach Martin, the junior member fom 
the fifta ward, who is one of the best posted 
labor men in the city, discussing the matter 
yesterday, remarked: 

‘“T am no capitalist, but I am in favor of 
putting Atlanta residents who are out of 
work to work and to that end 1 am willing to 
lend what I have. I haven't much, but the 
few dollars I have laid away for @ rainy 
day are at the service of the city for #he mat 
ter Mr. Stocxdell has under consideration. 
I am willing to lend the few pennies I have 
to the city to pay bona fide citizens who real- 
ly want work for the work they do. Why, if 
I was ont of a job I would be wiliing to work 
for almost anything that would give me a 
support, and I believe that nearly every At- 
lantian is of the same mind. I guess I 
shall have to support the resolution Mr. Stock- 
dell will present and I see no reason why 
every member of the general council shouid 


not do the same.”’

POLICE’S SUNDAY. 


It Was a Very Quiet Day in Police 
Circles Yesterday. 


A SLIGHT DISTURBANCE AT A CHURCH 


Causesi the Arrest of Four Young Men. 
Doss Staleworth to Go to Madi- 
son—Other Police News. 


One of the quietest Sundays that the 
police department has known for years 
was marred by the arrest of 
four young men who are charged 
with causing a disturbance near Payne’s 
church yesterday morning at the 
11 o'clock service. 

ler some time the congregation at this 
chureh has been disturbed by young men 
gathering around and talking loudly. This 
annoyance has become so grave of late that 
the attention of the police has been called 
to it and the department has been asked to 


suppress the nuisance. 

At one or two services Patrolman Wilson 
watched at the church to identify the young 
men causing the trouble, but they saw him 
and quiet reigned. When police were not 
near, however, the rude youngsters would 
congregate and disturb the worshippers. 

Yesterday morning a large congregation 
attended the 11-o’clock service. Outside 
the usual crowd of disturbers gathered. 
They seemed to be seized with the desire 
to attract the attention of the people inside 
the church, and the remonstrances of sev- 
eral citizens only caused the boys to grow 
worse. 

It became so noticeable that some one 
went for an officer. Patrolman John Har- 
ris was found on his beat on Marietta street 
and he hurried to the church to stop the 
young men in their revels. 

When he arrived he found four young 
men, KR. M. Sweat, KR. Morrison, R. M. 
Wallace, and John Sweat, talking loudly 
and, as the officer says, using profane and 
vulgar language. He arrested them, but 
allowed them to go on their own recog- 
nizance to appear at police court this after- 
noon for trial. 

The young men ee in years from six- 
teen to eighteen and belong to good fami- 
lies. It cannot be proven that they are 
the parties responsible for the previous dis- 
turbances at the church. 

It is said that if evidence sufficient can 
be procured against the persons guilty of 
the offense they will be prosecuted iy the

man Rice Is Now Preparing a Bill

All of Atlanta’s trunk sewers empty just 
outside of the city. 

The sanitary laws of the city, as made by 
the general council, are based upon rights 
given the city by legislative enactment. 

And one of the rights or privileges is that 
the city shall be allowed or rather required, 
if that can be called a right, to carry all of 
its main sewers to the confines of the city. 

Of course the city is not required to carry 
the sewers into the country or to thé Mmits 
of the county, and for that reason the line 
which marks the nd of the country and the 
beginning of the city is not the most healthy 
piace in te world. Neither are the fumes 
wich arise at many points around the line the 
most delightful to the people living inside of 
the city. 

Atlanta has but five main or trunk sewers, 
and yet these five make about as complete a 
circuit of the city as could be made by the 
most expert civil engineer. These five trunk 
sewers, however, are strongiy reinforced by 
quite a number of large drains which carry 
off the same refuse matter and aid in making 
the limits of the city disagreeable to all near 
by. To those who have been giving the ques- 
tion anything like a study it has lon een 
apparent that something must be done &. the 
rsa of those who are near the offensive 
points. 

Mr. Frank Rice has been giving the matter 
a careful study for the past three years, and 
is now preparing to act. He will, when the 
next legislature meets, have a bill réady 
which will bring relief to the suffering. 

“IT think,” d Mr. Rice, “that the city 
should have the wer to extend the sewers 
to the edge of the county and to that end 
that the entire couny should be incorporated 
for sewer purposes, juSt as certain localities 
are incorporated for police purposes. The nec- 
essary legislation could be secured and the 
city could be authorized to carry the trunk 
sewers to the limits of the county and the 
county, in this way, could be made to bear 
its part of the burden of expense. Something 
of this kind should be done and by the time 
the next legislature meets I will have a bill 
ready which will do the work we need done. 
Just what that Dill shall be I cannot yet

SOLICITOR THOMAS READY FOR WORK. 


Judge Van Epps Will Take the Place of: 
Judge Westmoreland—Several Im- 
portant Cases to Be Tried. 


Today begins the regular term of thd 
Atlanta criminal court, Judge Van Epps 
presiding in Judge Westmoreland’s piace. 

Solicitor Lewis Thomas has returned from 
his summer outing and is looking as chipper 
and strong as usual. He has a good coat- 
ing of tan, which he got on a maroon with 
friends from Savannah. 

The docket is heavy, there being abouf 
fifty or sixty cases to try, most of them 
being new cases, since the July term ox 
the court. 

Among other cases, there will be tried 
those against the turf exchange dealers, 
for keeping a gaming house. The defen- 
dants are charged by the detective force 
of tbe city with keeping open places where 
parties could bet on horse re at Mon- 
mouth park, Long Branch, Brighton Beach, 
ete., the money! being paid here in At- 
lanta and the races run at the above places. 

For two weeks Solicitor Thomas and Cap- 
tain Couch have been busy drawing indict- 
ments and preparing cases for trial; and 
it goes without sgying that the solicitor 
can try as many cases in a given time as 
any solicitor in Georgia. 

The reason for this, it is said, is that he 
has a close application for detail and pre- 
pares his cases well on both law and facts. 
In addition to this he has a bar docket 
for the use of the bar in addition to the 
state docket, with the cases assigned for 
each particular day, which notifies the bar 
what cases will be tried and the order in 
which they will be tried. This simplifies 
the disposition of the cases in this court 
very much besides making it convenient fot 
the bar. 

A lawyer coming into the court room can 
readily see Sy referring to this docket what 
day his case is assigned for and can gov- 
ern his movements accordingly. 

The management of this office by Solici- 
tor Thomas keeps the county chaingang up 
to about 300, which is an immense revenue 
to the county, as the county gets daily the 
labor of these men. 

Besides the county is saved a large 
amount in jail fees, because parties in this 
court get a speedy trial and do not have 
to lie in jail waiting for a trial. 

Another thing that perhaps is not gen- 
erally known is that this court 
keeps up and is today up with its criminal 
business—both bond cases and jail cases. 
This court has a greater influence perhaps 
than any other in the county, in suppress- 
ing crime as its trials are speedy and the 
punishment is certain.

* Mrs. Amelia E. Barr is a Lancashire woman 
who married a Scotchman, and came with 
him to Galveston, Tex., where he was & 
merchant and where his married life was 
spent, writes a well-known New York writer. 
In the terrible yellow fever visitation of 
1867 Mr. Barr lost his life in his gallant 
efforts to minister to the stricken Indians, 


and three sons, also, perished in the pesti- 
lence. With three daughters left hey, at 
thirty-five, and passed from affluence to 
poverty, Mrs. Barr came to New York with 
an iptroduction to Mr. Bonner, the well- 
known editor of The New York Ledger. 
He took from the first an interest in the 
brave woman, who showed such an undaunt- 
ed spirit in her heavy calamities. He put 
work in her way. At an age when successful 
writers have made their mark, Mrs. Barr 
was struggling with the ilatiatory drudgery 
of the profession. She wrote advertisements, 
circulars, paragraphs, verses, etc. She spent 
hours daily in the Astor library studying the 
secrets of her craft, getting up materials 
for descriptive articles and historical stories. 
Tor a long time she considered herself rich 
if a ten-dollar note stood between her and 
the future. “Jan Vedder’s Wife’ established 
her reputation as a novelist, and easier times 
began for her. She has the business as well 
as the creative spirit highly developed, exe- 
cutes her literary engagements with scrupu- 
lous punctuality and exacts from her pub- 
lishers the same punctuality. She tells how, 
on one occasion, a firm had engaged to pay 
$15,000 (3,000 pounds) down for the serial 
right of one of her stories on the receipt 
of her manuscript. The novel was punctual- 
ly delivered, but the publishers asked fer 
a short delay, which she granted on con- 
dition of receiving 10 per ceut for the loan 
of the sum until payment was made. Mrs. 
Barr’s study in Cherry Croft, her home in 
“Cornwall on the Hudson,"’ is a large, un- 
earpeted room, plainiy and solidly furnished. 
The lady writes standing at a desk set in 
the embrasure of a window overlooking a 
magnificent mountainous landscape, through 
which the course of the Hudson may be 
traced for forty miles. Here may be seen 
gets of drawers, in which are stored the 
penciled first drafts of her books, that run 
one wall that is nearly covered with 
files holding her business fStters. contracts 
with publishers, ete.; her husband's portrait, 
the only picture in the room, looks

In the summer, breakfast is often 
laid on the veranda at 4 o'clock a. m.; the 
meal is partaken in the open air as the sun- 
rise glows hehind the hills, and the river 
reflects the dawn of the new day, while the 
dirds weave above a network of song. Cherry 
Croft is known for the feathered minstrels 
that haunt its orchards and gardens. It is 
computed that sbout 200 different species 
are to he found there, attracted by the nuts 
and other da ies specially prepared for 
them by the mistress of the place. After 
breakfast Mrs. Barr goes to her study and 
works till noon, at which primitive hour 
dinner is served. After a siesta she returns 
to her study to type the penciled draft of 
the morning.

“, Gentle Woman” Furnishes an In- 
teresting Subject For 


OR. TALMAGE’S SUNDAY DISCOURSE. 


The Text Was: “And it Fell on a Day 
That Elisha Passed to Shunem, Where 
There Wasa Great Woman.”’ 


Brooklyn, N. Y., August 20.—(Special.)— 
Rev. Dr. Talmage chose for his subject to- 
day oue of special interest to the gentle 
gex, the announced topic being: “A Great 
Woman,” and the text II Kings ivy, 8: 
“Aud it fell on a day that Elisha passed to 
Shunem, where was a great woman.” 

The hotel of our time had no counter- 
part in any entertainment of olden time. 
he vast majority of travelers must then 
be entertained at private abode. Here 
comes Elisha, a servant of the Lord, on a 
divine mission, and he must find shelter. 
A balcony overlooking the valley of Es- 
draelon is offered him, in a private house, 
and it is especially furnished for his oc 
cupancy—a chair to sit on, a table from 
which to eat, a candlestick by which wo 
read, and a bed on which to Slumber, the 
whole establishment belonging to a great 
and good woman, 

Her husband, it seems, was & godly man, 
but he was entirely overshadowed by his 
wife's excellencies; just as now you some- 
times find in a household the wife the cen- 
ter of dignity and intluence and power, not 
by any arrogance or presumption, but by 
superior intellect and force of 
moral nature wielding domestic af. 
fairs, and at the same time 
supervising all financial and business af- 
fairs. ‘he wife's hand on the shuttle, on 
the ban@ag house, on the worldly business. 
You see hundreds of men who are success- 
ful only because there is a reason at home 
why they are successful. 

if a man marry a good, honest soul, he 
makes his fortune. If he marry a fool, the 
Lord help him! The wife may be the silent 
partner in the firm, there may be only 
masculine voices down on exchange, but 
there oftentime comes from the home cir- 
cle a potential and elevating influence. 

This woman of my text was the su- 
perior of her husband. He, as far as I can 
undegstand, was what we often see in our 
day, a man of large fortune and only a 
modicum of brain, intensely quiet, sitting 
a long while in the same place without 
moving ha&d or foot—if you say “yes,” re- 
sponding “yes’’—if you say ‘no’ respond- 
ing ‘“no”’—inane, eyes half shut, mouth 
wide open, maintaining his position in so- 
ciety only because he has a large patri- 
mony. But his wife, my text says, was a 
great woman. 

Her name has not come down to us. 
She belonged to that collection of people 
who need nO name to distinguish them. 
What would title of duchess, or princess, 
or queen—what would escutcheon or gleam- 
ing diadem be to this woman of my text, 
who by her intelligence and her behavior 
challenges the admiration of all ages? Long 
after the brilliant women of the court of 
Louis XV have been forgotten, and the 
brilliant women of the court of Spain have 
been forgotten, and the brilliant women 
who gat on mighty thrones have been for- 
gotten, some grandfather will put on his 
spectacles and holding the book the other 
side the light, read to his grandchildren 
the story of this great woman of Shunem, 
who was so kind and courteous and Chbris- 
tian to the good prophet Elisha. Yes, she 
Was a great woman. 

In the first place, she was great in’ her 
bospitalities. Uncivilized and barbarous na- 
tions honor this virtue. Jupiter had the 
surname of the hospitable, and he was said 
especially to avenge the wrongs of stran- 
gers. Homer extolled it in his verse. The 
Arabs are punctilious upon this subject, 
and among some of their tribes it is not un- 
til the ninth day of tarrying that the oc- 
pant has a right to ask his guest, ““Who and 
whence art thou?’ If this virtue is 60 
ere even among barbarians, how ought 
t to be honored among those of us who 
believe in the Bible, which commands us 
‘0 use hospitality one toward another with- 
but grudging? 

course, I do not mean under this 
cover to give any idea that I approve of 
that vagrant class who gO around from 
place to place ranging their whole lifetime, 
perhaps under the auspices of some benevo- 
lent or philanthropic society, quartering 
themselves on Christian families, with a 
great pile of trunks in the hall and carpet- 
bag portentious of tarrying. There is many 
a country parsonage that looks out week 
by week upon the ominous arrival of wagon 
with creaking wheel and lank horse and 
ilapidated driver, come under the auspices 
of some charitable institution to spend a 
few weeks and canvass the neighborhood. 
Let no such religious tramps take advan- 
tage of this beautiful virtue of Christian 
hospitality. 

Not so much the sumptuousness of your 
diet and the regality of your abode will 
aupress the friend or the stranger that 
steps across your threshold, as the warmth 
of your greeting the informality of your 
reception, the reiteration by grasp and by 
a thousand attentions, insignificant atten- 
tions, of your earnestness of welcome. 
There will be high appreciation of your 
welcome, although you have nothing but 
the brazen candlestick and the plain chair 
to offer Elisha when he comes to Shunem. 

Most beautiful is this grace of hospitality 
when shown in the house of God, I am 
thankful that I am pastor of a church 
where strangers are always welcome, and 
there is not a state of the union in which 
I have not heard the affability of the ush- 
ers of our church complimented. But I 
bave entered churches where there was no 
hospitality. A stranger would stand in 
the vestibule for a while and then make 
Pilgrimage up the long aisle. No door 
opened to him until flushed and excited 
and embarrassed be started back again and 
coming to some half-filled pew with apol- 
ogetic air, entered it, while the occupants 
glared on him with a look which seemed 
to say: “Well, if I must, I must.” Away 
With such accursed indecency from the 
house of God. Let every church that 
would maintain large Christian influence 
in community, culture Sabbath by Sabbath 
ality beautiful grace of Christian hospi-

Oh, for somebody to write a 
book about the rewards of the Christian 
ministry—about his surroundings of Chris- 
tian sympathy. 

This woman of the text was only a tpye 
of thousands of men and women who come 
down from the mansion and from the cot 
to do kindness to the Lord’s servants. 1 
suppose ‘the men of Shunem had to pay the 
bills, but it was the large-heartd Cristian 
sympathies of the women of Shunem that 
looked after the Lord’s messenger. 

Again, this woman in the text was great 
in her behavior under trouble. 

Her only son had died on her lap. A 
very bright light went out in the household. 
The sacred writer puts it very tersely 
when he says: “ He sat on her knees until 
noon, and then died.”? Yet the writer goes 
on to say that she exclaimed: “It is well!’ 
Great in prosperity, this womn was great 
in trouble. 

Where are the feet that have not been 
blistered on the hot sands of this great Sa- 
hara? Where are the shoulders that have 
not been bent under the burden of grief? 
Where is the ship sailing over glassy sea 
that has not after a while been caught in 
a cyclone? Where is the garden of earthly 
comfort, but trouble hath hitched up its 
fiery and panting team and gone through 
it with burning plowshare of disaster? 
Under the pelting of ages of suffering, the 
great heart of the world has burst with 
woe, : 

Navigaters tell us about the rivers, and 
the Aanazon, and the Danube and the Mis- 
sissippi have been explored, but who can 
tell the depth or length of the great river 
of sorrow made up of tears and blood roll- 
ing through all lands and all ages, bearing 
the wreck of families and communities and 
of empires—foaming, writhing, boiling with 
the agonies of 6,000 years!

the duty of wife, of mother and daughter. 
No faithfulness in public benefaction can 
ever atone for domestic negligence. 

There has been many a mother who by 
indefatigable toil has reared a large fam- 
ily of children, equipping them for the du- 
ties of life with good manners and large 
intelligence and Christian principle, start- 
ing them out, who has done more for the 
world than many another woman whose 
name has sounded through all the lands 
and through al] the centuries. 

I remember when Kossuth was in this 
country there was some ladies who got 
reputation, honorable reputation, by pre- 
senting him very gracefully with bouquets 
of flowers on publie occasions; but what 
was all that compared with th yvork of 
the plain Hungarian mother who gave to 
truth and civilization and the cause of uni- 
versal libtrty a Kossuth? Yes, this woman 
of my text was dairy in her simplicity. 

When this prophet wanted to reward her 
for her hospitality by asking some prefer- 
ment from the king, what did she say? 
She declined it. She said: “I dwell amon 
my own people,” as much as to say, “ 
am satisfied with my lot; all I want is m 
family and my friends around me. 
dwell among my own people.” Oh, what a 
rebuke to the strike for precedence in all 
ages. 

How many there are who want to get

Men who buy 
large libraries by the square foot, buying 
these libraries when they have — hardly 
enough education to pick out the day of 
the almanac! Oh, how many there are 
striving té have things as well as their 
neighbors, or better than their neighbors, 
and in the struggle vast fortunes are ex- 
hausted and business firms thrown into 
bankruptcy, and men of reputed honesty 
rush into astounding forgeries. 

Of course 1 say nothing against refine 
ment or culture. Splendor of abode, sump- 
tuousness of diet, lavishness in art, neat- 
ness in apparel—there is nothing against 
them in the Bible or out of the Bible. 
God does not want us to prefer mud hovel 
to English cottage, or untanned sheepskin 
to French broadcloth, or husks to pineap- 
ple, or the clumsiness of a boor to the 
magpers of a gentleman. God, who strung 
the beach with tinted shell, aud the grass 
of the field with the dews of the night, 
and bath exquisitely tinged morning cloud 
and robin red breast, wants us to keep our 
eye open to all beautiful cadences, and 
our heart open to all elevating sentiments. 
But what I want to impress upon you, 
is that you ought not to inventory the lux- 
uries of life as among the indispensables,
